SUMMARY. THE WEEK WAS MARKED BY AILING CHOU EN-LAI'S FURTHER 
WITHDRAWAL FROM PUBLIC ACTIVITY AND THE APPEARANCE OF SIGNS 
THAT THE REGIME IS PREOCCUPIED WITH THE SUCCESSION PROBLEM. IN 
THE INTERNAL POLITICAL MOVEMENT, A HEAVY ATTACK ON LIN PIAO'S 
MILITARY LINE IS DEVELOPING ALONG WITH REPEATED CALLS FOR UNITY 
AND OBEDIENCE TO CENTRAL AUTHORITY. ON THE EXTERNAL SIDE. PEKING 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PLAYED HOST TO A CEDEL LED BY SENATOR FULBRIGHT, MARKED NORTH 
KOREA’S NATIONAL DAY IN MODERATE FASHION. AND GAVE BULGARIA A 
TOT MORE ATTENTION THAN USUAL. AFRICAN LEADERS CONTINUE TO TROOP 
TO PEKING ON STATE VISITS. END SUMMARY. 

1. CHOU AND THE SUCCESSION PROBLEM 

CHOU EN-LAI'S PROGRESSIVE WITHDRAWAL FROM REGULAR PUBLIC ACTIVITY, 
BEGUN IN THE SPRING, IS NOW SEEMINGLY COMPLETE WITH HIS FAILURE 
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TO APPEAR FOR MAO’S MEETINGS WITH THE TOGOLESE PRESIDENT 
(SEPTEMBER 4) AND THE NIGERIAN HEAD OF GOVERNMENT, GENERAL GOWON 
(SEPTEMBER 10). THE REGIME HAS REACTED WITH FREQUENT 
REFERENCES TO CHOU'S AUTHORITY BY VICE PREMIER TENG HSIAO PING 
AND LI HSIEN-NIEN, WHO CONTINUE AS IOINT-CARETAKERS OF THE 
PREMIER'S PUBLIC DUTIES, AND BY REARRANGING THE SEETING FOR 
MAO’S MEETINGS.

2. YOUNG PARTY VICE CHAIRMAN WANG HUNG- WEN, THE HEIR APPARENT, 
WAS ALSO ABSENT FROM THE MEETINGS, WHICH TENG AND LI ATTENDED 
IN TURNS, AND PHOTOGRAPHIC COVERAGE HAS BEEN SHARPLY LIMITED. 

THE APPARENT INTENTION IS TO CURB SPECULATION THAT CHOU'S INFLUENCE 
IS ENDED AND THAT WANG REPLACES HIM AT THE TOP NEXT TO MAO IN 
PARTY AND STATE AUTHORITY. TENG HAS GIVEN RECENT VISITORS TO 
UNDERSTAND THAT THE AILING CHOU'S CONDITION IS SOMEWHAT WORSE. 

THE SUCCESSION PROBLEM MUST BE A GROWING PREOCCUPATION FOR 
CHINA'S LEADERS (HONG KONG 9980; HONG KONG 9837; PEKING 1542 
PEKING 1537).

3. LEADERSHIP APPEARANCES 

THE VISIT OF NIGERIAN HEAD OF GOVERNMENT, GENERAL GOWON, 

WAS NOTABLE ON THE LEADERSHIP LEVEL WITH THE INCREASED PLAY GIVEN 
TO POLITBURO MEMBER CHEN HSI-LIEN WHO NOT ONLY TURNED UP AT THE 
AIRPORT AND AT RECEPTIONS UT WHO SERVED AS ESCORT OFFICER WHEN 
THE NIGERIAN GROUP TOURED PEKING SITES (NCNA ENGLISH 
SEPTEMBER 10). CHEN ON THIS OCCASION WAS GIVEN HIS MILITARY 
TITLE AS PEKING MR COMMANDER PROBABLY BECAUSE OG GOWON'S 
MILITARY RANK AND THE PRESENCE OF OTHER MILITARY PERSONAGES 
IN THE GOWON ENTOURAGE. ALSO WORTHY OF ATTENTION WAS THE 
REAPPEARANCE, AFTER SOME ABSENCE, AT TOP LEADERSHIP TURNOUTS OF 
MILITARY ELDER HSU HSIANG-CHIEN (HONG KONG 9980). HE MAY HAVE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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BEEN A STANDIN FOR THE STILL ABSENT MILITARY CHIEF YEH CHIEN- 
YING (WR 36). YEH SHOULD HAVE BEEN PRESENT FOR GENERAL GOWON; 

WE CAN ONLY SPECULATE THAT YEH IS ILL OR, POSSIBLY, INVOLVED IN 
THE PRESENT CAMPAIGN TO DISCREDIT LIN PIAO’S MILITARY LINE.

4. AS WOULD BE EXPECTED BY THE COMPOSITION OF THE NIGERIAN 
DELEGATION AND ITS APPARENT INTENTION TO DISCUSS ECONOMIC 
ASSISTANCE PROJECTS (LAGOS 8289), POLITBURO MEMBER HUA KUO- 

FENG, WHO HAS SOME RESPONSIBILITY FOR AGRICULTURE, HAS BEEN ACTIVE 
IN GREETING THE NIGERIANS. THIS CONCENTRATION ON ECONOMIC MATTERS 
MAY HAVE BEEN THE REASON FOR ASSIGNING VICE PREMIER LI RATHER 
THAN TENG AS HOST FOR THE VISIT; LI IS THE ECONOMICS MAN AMONG 
THE TWO CHOU STANDINS.

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5. LOCAL PRESS PLAY OF THE GOWON VISIT TURNED UP SOME INTERESTING 
PHOTO COVERAGE. THE LOCAL COMMUNIST PAPERS-WEN WEI PAO AND TA 
KUNG PAO-BOTH FRONTPAGED A PICTURE OF CHIANG CHING SHAKING HANDS 
WITH GOWON BUT WITH NO OTHER CHINESE LEADERS SHOWING (SEPTEMBER 
11). (NAMES OF OTHER CHINESE LEADERS PRESENT FOR THE RECEPTION DID 
APPEAR IN THE PHOTO CAPTION.) CHIANG CHING HAD EARLIER BEEN IN 

ON THE SAME KIND OF CEREMONY WITH TOGOLESE PRESIDENT EYADEMA 
BUT THEN DID NOT RATE SPECIAL PHOTO ATTENTION. IN CONTRAST. 

GOWON'S AIRPORT ARRIVAL AND GREETING BY LI HSIEN-NIEN WAS CARRIED 
ONLY BY TA KUNG PAO AND THEN WAS PLACED ON PAGE TWO (SEPTEMBER 
10). THIS KIND OF KALEIDOSCOPIC SHIFTING FURTHER SUGGESTS 
PREOCCUPATION WITH THE SUCCESSION PROBLEM.

6. FOR THE VISIT OF THE FULBRIGHT CODEL, THE MEETING AT TACHAI, 

THE NATIONAL AGRICULTURAL MODEL, PERHAPS SERVED TO GIVE GREATER 
ATTENTION TO THE CODEL INSIDE CHINA. PEOPLE'S DAILY (SEPTEMBER 
7) RAN A PHOTO OF THE VISIT TAKEN WITH NATIONALLY KNOWN FIGURE CHEN 
YUNG-KUEI (PEKING 1549; HONG KONG 10022). CHEN, ALSO A 
POLITBURO MEMBER, HAS TAKEN ON THIS ROLE AS THE EXPOSITOR OF 
TACHAI'S ACHIEVEMENTS ON NUMEROUS OCCASIONS BUT THIS IS THE 
FIRST TIME WITH ANY VISITING U.S. DELEGATION.

7. THE MOVEMENT S CAL FOR UNITY-UNDER CENTRAL LEADERSHIP

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REITERATING ITS MONTHLY (SINCE APRIL) CALL FOR UNITY, RED FLAG'S 
SEPTEMBER ISSUE (NO 9), CONTINUES THE LINE OF THE AUGUST CHI 
HSIN ARTICLE (WR 34) WITH FURTHER ATTACKS AGAINST "SPLITISM" 

AND THOSE "OTHER FOOLISH THINGS" WHICH "DISHEARTEN FRIENDS AND 
GLADDEN THE ENEMY." THE ISSUES THAT REMAIN "CONTROVERSIAL" ARE 
TO BE DECIDED BY STUDY ON THE BAIS OF "THE PRINCIPLE OF SEEKING

8. THE RED FLAG ARTICLE REPEATS THE AUGUST ISSUE’S POSITION ON 
ALLOWING THOSE WHO HAVE MADE MISTAKES TO CORRECT THEM-AS 
OPPOSED TO PAYING ATTENTION TO CRITICIZING OTHERS-BUT STILT. 

WARNS THAT THERE ARE CLASS ENEMIES WHO "REFUSE TO CRITICIZE 
LIN PIAO AND CONFUCIUS." AS USLO POINT OUT, THE EMPHASIS IN THE 
ARTICLE ON LINE STRUGGLE HAS DIMINISHED (PEKING 1548) FOR 
UNITY" IS NOW THE "IMPORTANT HISTORICAL EXPERIENCE" IN STRUGGLE 
AND THE EXPERIENCE TO BEAR IN MIND IN THE CRITICISM MOVEMENT. 

THE UNITY THEME AND THE QUESTION OF GETTING CRITICISM SORTED

SOMEWHAT CONTRADICTING THE EVIDENCE THAT MASS ACTIVITIES MAY BE 
TONED DOWN IN THE REMAINING PHASE OF THE CRITICISM CAMPAIGN 
WUHAN, CHENGTU, AND CANTON HAVE HELD MASS RALLIES WITH ATTENDANCE 
RUNNING FROM lOO.OOO(CHENGTU) TO "SEVERAL HUNDRED THOUSAND" 
(CANTON). WUHAN'S RALLY (SEPTEMBER 6) WAS A MORE TRADITIONAL 
"EXPERIENCE EXCHANGE" TO BOOST CRITICISM AND TO CARRY OUT THE 
DOCUMENT 21 CALL TO "GRASP REVOLUTION AND PROMOTE PRODUCTION." 

THE CANTON AND CHEGTU RALLIES, HOWEVER, WENT OFF ON THE MOVEMENT'S 

HOTTEST CURRENT ITEM-CRITICISM OF LIN’S "BOURGEOIS MILITARY 

LINE."

10. THESE ATTACKS, BASED ON DOCUMENT 23 (WR 35), AND THE SUDDEN 
INVOCATION OF MASS RALLIES WHICH HAD NOT BEEN USED RECENTLY. 

COULD INDICATE SOME CONCERN IN PEKING THAT THE NON-STUDY PHASE OF 
THE MOVEMENT MUST BE CONCLUDED AND THAT THE GOAL-REMOVAL OF ANY 
REMAINING LIN FOLLOWERS-MUST BE POPULARIEZED AND SPREAD 
QUICKLY. RECENT COMENT FROM A LOCAL SOURCE WOULD SEEM TO SUPPORT 
SPECULATION THAT THE MOVEMENT MAY SOON BE CONCLUDED (HONG KONG

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1 1 . THE CANTON RATTY TO CRITICIZE LIN'S MILITARY LINE HAS RAISED

MAO'S LEADERSHIP OVER THE ARMY (HONG KONG 10061). THE CANTON 
RALLY FURTHER CHARGED THAT LIN IN HIS CAMPAIGNS IN THE NORTHEAST

OF OPPORTUNITY IS SEEN IN SEVERAL REFERENCES TO QUOTAS WITH ONLY 
ONE OR TWO CANDIDATES BEING SELECTED FOR COMPETITION FROM EACH

VISIT OF THE CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION: PRC MEDIA HAS CARRIED 
STRAIGHT FACTUAL NEWS REPORTS OF THE VISITING U.S. CONGRESSIONAL 
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DELEGATION LED BY SENATOR FULBRIGHT, INCLUDING THE PEKING 
MEETINGS WITH VICE PREMIER TENG HSIAO PING (SEPTEMBER 5), AND 
VICE FOREIGN MINISTER CHIAO KUAN-HUA (SEPTEMBER 4) AS WELL AS

MENTIONED THE SOONG ARTICLE (HONG KONG 10023; NCNA SEPTEMBER 6, 

9, 10).

ABOVE THE U.S. CONTINENTAL SHELF. THAT THE TWO SUPERPOWERS "DO

IN THEIR COASTAL WATERS BUT THE FISHERY RESOURCES IN OTHER

THE CHINESE MEDIA HAS CONTINUED TO FLAY INDIA'S "ANNEXATION" 

OF SIKKIM, BUT IN A SLIGHTLY LOWER KEY THAN LAST WEEK (WR 36). 

A SEPTEMBER 8 PEOPLE'S DAILY ARTICLE WARNED THAT INDIA'S GLEE IS 
"TOO SOON". THE ARTICLE STATED THAT INDIA'S DEFENSE OF SUCH 
ACTION HAS COMPLETELY "THROWN AWAY NEW DELHI'S FIG-LEAF," TO 
REVEAL THE SHAMELESS LOGIC OF THE INDIAN EXPANSIONISTS WHO HAVE 
BEN "BLINDED BY INORIDNATE AMBITION." IT PREDICTED SUCH ACTION 
WOULD NOT GO WITHOUT PUNISHMENT AND IMPLIED THIS WOULD COME IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE FORM OF SIKKIMESE OPPOSITION AND GLOBAL CONDEMNATION. WITH 
REGARD TO THE LATTER, AN NCNA SEPTEMBER 6 ITEM POINTED OUT THAT

TO PYONGYANG, AND CHOU EN-LAI, WANG HUNG- WEN, AND YEH CHIEN -YING 
ATTENDED FESTIVITIES IN PEKING, THIS YEAR'S 26TH ANNIVERSARY WAS 
MARKED ONLY BY LI HSIEN-NIEN'S HEADING THE GUEST LIST AT A 
RECEPTION IN PEKING. THE PEOPLE'S DAILY EDITORIAL ON THE

FURTHER MENTION HAS BEEN MADE OF THEM IN THE CHINESE MEDIA (NCNA 
SEPTEMBER 3, 4).

AND IN A BANQUET SPEECH GIVEN BY HOST LI HSIEN-NIEN. NIGERIA, 

LIKE TOGO THE WEEK BEFORE, WAS WARMLY PRAISED FOR BEING A STAUNCH 
MEMBER OF THE THIRD WORLD. ON SEPTEMBER 10, GOWON MET WITH 
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CHAIRMAN MAO (MCNA SEPTEMBER 7-10).

FIVE NEW AMBASSADORS AND THE CHARGE OF PEKING 'S CARACAS EMBASSY. 
THE NAMING OF NEW ENVOYS TO KENYA, CAMAROON, CHANA . ITALY, THE 
SUDAN, AND WEST GERMANY GRINGS THE TOTAL OF RECENTLY APPOINTED 
ABMASSADORS TO 16. (CHUANG YUEH'S APPOINTMENT AS AMBASSADOR TO 
SUDAN MARKS HIS FIRST REGURN TO THE DIPLOMATIC SCENE AFTER AN 
ABSENCE OF ALMOST TEN YEARS.) MORE APPOINTMENTS ARE EXPECTED 
SINCE THE TOP POSTS IN EGYPT AND PAKISTAN ARE NOW VACANT. THUS 
FAR, THE RESHUFFLE SEEMS TO BE LARGELY CONFINED FO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF WEST ASIAN AND AFRICAN AFFAIRS.

PRC MEDIA CONTINUES ITS EXTENSIVE COVERAGE OF THE ACTIVITIES AT

CHINESE TEAMS REFUSED TO COMPETE AGAINST ISRAELIS IN TWO-NATION 
SPORTS BUT, INTERESTINGLY. DID COMPETE IN ALL EVENTS AGAINST THE 
SOURTH KOREANS. ACCORDING TO NEWS REPORTS FROM TEHRAN, THE
